MRS. MARTINEAU ON THE INDIA QUESTION. 


Suggestions toward the Future Government of India. 

By Harriet Martikf.au. Smith, Elder & Co. 1858. 

Such an incredible quantity of trash has been written 
about the Indian mutiny and the “ Indian question ” 
generally, during the last six or seven months, that it is 
refreshing in the extreme to alight upon a work like this, 
which, although not the growth of actual experience and 
inquiry in India, is wanting in none of the advantages 
derivable from those accidents. We may say most truth¬ 
fully of these “ Suggestions," that whilst we have never 
seen a work written by one of Indian antecedents or 
trained in the theory and practice of Indian government 
from early youth, with so clear an impression of all the 
essentialities of the great question now agitatmg the pub¬ 
lic mind, we know many who, having spent all their lives 
in India, consider themselves especially qualified to in¬ 
struct the community, but who in comparison with the 
thoughtful and sagacious writer of this volume are little 
better than sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal. These 
are the genuine, honest utterances of a clear, sound under¬ 
standing—an understanding neither obscured nor enfeebled 
by party prejudice or personal selfishness. For our own 
parts, we wonder how any reasonable being can dissent 
from the proposition thus laid down in the very first page 
of the work : 

“ If we take time to collect, and reason from, all pro¬ 
curable knowledge on the subject of India, we may make 
arrangements for which the whole world will be the better. 
If we hastily decide that India shall be a crown colony, 
ruled directly and entirely from England, according to 
existing Firitish notions and habits of colonial government, 
we shall Tose India, speedily, disgracefully, and so disas¬ 
trously that the event will be one of the most conspicuous 
calamities it the history of nations. If it is true that this 
is the alternative before us, every man’s duty is plain—to 
exert himself to avert a hasty decision, first, and to pro- 
le afterwards." 


The next important proposition is equally undeniable. 
We have insisted upon it ourselves, in another department 
of this journal; but however obvious it may be, it has 
really impressed itself on the minds of a comparatively 
few people, and, unfortunately, upon the understandings 
of a comparatively small portion of our legislators : 

“ For the first time we have to decide on a method of ] 
governing a vast territory and population without aid from 
precedent or analogy. Even if we made no change at all 
in the apparatus of government, it would be a new depar¬ 
ture, because it would be a choice—a deliberate adoption 
of a scheme of rule; and to such a choice there is no 
parallel in our history, nor perhaps in any other. Our 
great privilege as a nation is, that our British institutions 
have grown up, naturally and inevitably, from our char¬ 
acter and our circumstances together. No man, or body 
of men, ever invented, or even foresaw, our constitution, 
as we are living under it now.” 

It appears that there are constitution-mongers in the 
present House of Commons who think it as easy to strike 
off a new form of government for a hundred and fifty mil¬ 
lions of people, of different colours and different creeds, r~ 
to write an order for the Btrangers’ gallery, or draw 
cheque on their bankers. The idea suggested by the 
question, “ Have you ever done such a thing before ? ” is 
something quite new to the majority of those who have 
voted in favour of what is called the “ elimination ” of the 
East India Company from our future schemes of govern¬ 
ment, and have believed at the same time that they were 
really doing only a very small thing. The “ small thing ” 
is a total departure from all those principles and rules of 
action which have hitherto enabled us to maintain this 
mighty anomaly of our Anglo-Indian government. We 
are proposing henceforth to govern India not for the sake 
of the Indians, but for the sake of a parliamentary majo¬ 
rity. Could any more vital truth than the following be 
enunciated ? 

« Already the nation prefers the company’s generals to 
the Queen’s; and as other departments of service are laid 1 
open to view, the superiority will everywhere appear on 
the same side. Important as this is, there is a considera¬ 
tion (before touched upon) which is more vital Btill; that 
India has long been, and now is, governed on behalf of the 
Indians ; whereas, from the hour when so-called parlia¬ 
mentary government should be instituted, that aim could 
never more be steadily maintained and fulfilled. No 
practical citizen will assert that it could; for the steady 
maintenance of such an aim can be looked for only from 
a special association (under whatever name) of men of 
special rare knowledge, qualified for their task by a life¬ 
time of such experience as no man can pick up in parlia¬ 
ment, or attain anywhere in a hurry. When we cease to 
rale India for the Indians, we lose India ; and to vest the 
service of India in the Horse Guards and our civil depart¬ 
ments is to hand ever India and the Indians to parties 
whose distinctive characteristic it is to regard all public 
service as a patrimony of their own.” 

Here is an enlargement of the same idea : 

“ On this head the public are' provided with a notion 
and a wish. They see that wherever the officials of the 
imperial government and those of the company come into 
comparison, the superiority of the latter is conspicuous 
and unquestionable. The company’s military officers, or 
Queen’s officers, well practised in Indian warfare under 
the company’s arrangements, have achieved, wherever 
tried, successes as brilliant as the failures of the other 
class have been intolerable. The people of England have 
' g how far a similar contrast 


less opportunity of knowing 
prevails in the civil service; but it is at least as striking 
to all who have penetrated into the business offices of the 
two governments. It is generally understood that nothing, 
in the way of tfansaction of business, exists that can com-1 
pare with the achievements in Leadenhall street, and in 
most of the offices in India, which are held responsible to 
the central authority; whereas we are in the habit of 
hearing a good deal of the opposite weakness, and feeling 
something of the misfortune of it, in our home adminis¬ 
tration. The natural inference is that in the highest office, 
as in both classes of subordinate functions, a nominee 
of the company would answer better than one appointed 
by the imperial government. All eyes turn at this 
moment to Sir John. Lawrence as the right man. 
Whether he be so or not, the general desire should ope¬ 
rate as a popular nomination, to check an unpopular one. 
If it were duly attended to, neither royalty, administra¬ 
tion, nor aristocracy, would venture to propose an ordi¬ 
nary home-bred Englishman as the ruler of a hundred 
millions of men, while there are Anglo-Indians in existence 
who are familiar with the country and the people, and 
have proved that tbeycau administer the one and rule 
the other.” 

Here is another important “ Suggestion "—a suggestion 
which derives additional force from the accident of the 
crisis into which the country has just been thrown by ~

But the 
benefit has also been great to onrselves at borne, though 
we may ODly now be beginning to understand the great¬ 
ness efit. While subject to a constant sense of nightmare 
under our painful efforts to get the national business done 
by groups of officials who always and necessarily begin in 
an incompetent condition, and usually go out of office or 
change their function as soon as they become equal to 
their work, so that the conduct of public business is a 
perpetual irritation to middle-class people who, in their 
private affairs, are accustomed to efficient performance, it 
has been a real blessing to have one public body in the | 


midst of us which did work effectively, as far as it under¬ 
took to work at all. No doubt it was often jealous in 
its temper and restrictive in it8 policy, and repressive and 
vexatious towards adventurous men; but whatever it 
undertook to do was done in an orderly, prompt, liberal 
manner, and with a continuous force which would have 
been impossible if it had been implicated with the Minis¬ 
ters of the day. Before we abolish such an institution a9 
this we are bound to take care that the government of 
India is secured, as carefully as hitherto, from being affected 
by party changes; but so far from such a precaution

We could hardly suggest aDy more advantageous prepa- 
ration for the discussion than the study of the many great 
truths contained in this volume. To some of these we 
shall probably have occasion to make incidental reference 
in the course of tbe eager and protracted controversy I 
which is looming in the distance. Meanwhile, we cor¬ 
dially recommend all who are honestly in search of the 
truth not only to peruse, but to re-peruse these pagra, and 
to take to heart, earnestly and ineffaceably, the bag-1 
gestions” which they contain.—London Daily News.

BIOGRAPHY OF PUNCH. 


Punch is the only publication of a humorous character 
that has been able to hold its place in England. It com¬ 
menced as a joiDt undertaking. Horace Mayhew acting 
as editor and providing tbe whole of the literary matter ; 
Landells, the wood engraver, furnishing the illustrations. 
At the end of about two years of this arrangemer* :t 
had not attained the paying point. It then fell into 
hands of Messrs. Bradbury & Evans, who engaged the 
best humorous writers and artists in its support. Mark 
Lemon was appointed editor, and Douglas Jerrold, 
Thackeray, and A’Becket were regular contributors. 
“ Mrs. Caudle’s Curtain Lectures ” were among the ear¬ 
liest contributions that brought it into general popularity, 
and in the days when Thackeray wrote the snob papers, 
and Leech and Doyle divided between them the work of 
illustration, it attained that high position in point of influ¬ 
ence and circulation which it has since maintained. It is 
not now to be compared to what it was at that lime in 
point of wit and genius ; there is no Jerrold, or Thack¬ 
eray, or Doyle among its contributors, but, like many 
other English institutions, it has held its place despite the 
evident falling off in talent. With a circulation approach¬ 
ing 40,000, it is worth £12,000 a year, and the two Christ¬ 
mas publications connected with it yield about £3,000 
more. 

The publication of Punch has been the means of bring¬ 
ing out a great deal of humorous and satirical talent, 
which probably would not otherwise have been heard of.

To John Leech’s connection with it we are indebted for 
a perfect gallery of genial illustrations of English and, 
above all, cockney character. With little imagination,! 
and a very plain sense of humour, Leech’s productions 
are always welcome, and we are not tired of them to the 
present day, notwithstanding a thonsand repetitions and 
general sameness of style. Bichard Doyle has not 
contributed to Punch since the time of the Aggres¬ 
sion controversy, when, as a Catholic, he seceded from 
a publication which satirized Mother Chnrcb. It is 
much to be regretted that the productions of his pencil 
have thus been lost to the public, since an indispo¬ 
sition to work has kept him from doing almost any¬ 
thing on his own account, the “Adventures of Brown, 
Jones, and BobiDson,” and a few occasional trifles, being 
all of his that has been given to the world for the last 
six or seven years. We have heard of many things he 
has had in hand, but none of them have yet come to light. 
At one time he amused himself with the idea of a daily 
humorist; The Morning Roll was the title, and he actu¬ 
ally, for a period of six months, drew a large illustration 
every morning of the leading topic. The idea went no 
further, and we do not suppose the Morning Roll was 
intended for anything more than the artist’s own exercise 
and amusement. The public would doubtless have been 
eager to support an undertaking to which Doyle was the 
principal daily contribntor. Some time ago he was en¬ 
gaged on a series of large drawings, entitled the “ State 
of Parties,” i. e., dinner parties, evening parties, &c.; and 
more recently another work of his has been talked of, but 
-a now bear nothing of its publication. 

It may not be generally known that Bichard Doyle is 
the son of the artist who produced the famous H. B. 
caricatures, which attracted so much attention daring the 
period of more than twenty years. He commenced these 
caricatures when he was under eighteen years of age, and 
continued producing them till some of his children had 
grown up—the secret of their authorship being so well 
kept that it was not known even in his own family, though 
the caricatures were the subject of conversation. His 
children seem to have been all born artists; three of them 
have followed the profession, and a fourth, who is engaged 
in a different pursuit, handles the pencil with an easy 
grace and prolific fancy that most artists might envy. 
Richard began his pnblic career at the mature age of 12. 
He bad heard his father, on one occasion, say how much 
he would like a fine horse, a wish, however, which he did 
not seriously entertain. The boy on bis part thought how 
nice it would be to gratify his parent’s desire, which he 
supposed to be quite a serious one, and he cast abont to 
see if he conld not procure the means to buy a horse. He 
was already an adept in drawing humorous subjects, and 
the idea occurred to him of offering a publisher some 
humorous illustrations for letter heads, that style of letter 
paper being then in use, only the drawings were commonly 
sketches of places, etc. He went to a publisher in Oovent 
Harden, and the offer was at once accepted. For a set 
of illustrations he was paid a hundred pounds, and with 
the money he purchased a fine horse, all unknown to 
bis family. One morning, when they were at breakfast, a 
noble steed passed before the window, and the groom who 
led him announced that this was the horse for Mr. Doyle. 
The surprise of the father may be imagined—it was the 
greater even than his delight; and as to what was to be 
done with the horse we never heard how that perplexiug 
difficulty was resolved. Bichard Doyle became a contri¬ 
butor to Punch when he was sixteen or seventeen. The 
frontispiece which is now on the title-page is from his 
pencil; the “ Manners and Customs of the English ” were 
by him, and, indeed, he introduced that style of comic 
mediaeval drawing, with its amusing disregard of perapec 1 
tive; and by far tbe best of the large political drawings 
that have ever appeared in Punch were also his. We 
miss him now-ardays very much, and would fain see him 
at his old post again. But we believe he is a lazy dog, 
and prefers to paint an occasional picture, and enjoy his 
leisure, the profits of his early labours having placed him 
above the necessity of regular labour. 

Doyle’s department in Punch is now taken by John 
_fannv nnd a erraceful Dencil. but 


Teuniel, an artist of good fancy, and a graceful pencil, but 
not of striking genius, like his predecessor. Besides 
Leech and Tenniel, a third artist has for some time been 
engaged, whose name has escaped us for the present.^ The 
numerous birds, owls, ostriches, &c., that figure as initial 
letters and otherwise, are by him. His style resembles 
that of Leech, but is rather coarser, and Leech’s is by no 
means refined. Mark Lemon is still the editor, and the 
places of Jerrold and Thackeray are occupied by Shirley 
Brwks and Tom Taylor, on whom the mantle of their 
predecessors can scarcely be said to have descended, 
though they write a number of clever thiDgs. They 


perhaps more light and elastic, and thus more suited to 
the neighbourhood. No man can ever tell on the thresh¬

Begarding this poem, which we extract from the Alloa 
Advertiser, the correspondent who sends it to that paper 
says: 

It may be necessary, however to give you a little of 
the history of the person to whom the poem is addressed, 


and the way it came into my possession. 

I first met with Felborg in Mr. John Grieve’s, the 
patron of Hogg, along with Professor Wilson and other 
literary characters, and was informed that he had left 
Copenhagen for this land of freedom in consequence of his 
political opinions, either written or expressed. He spoke 
the English language fluently, if not beautifully, and to 
my mind was a very pleasant and entertaining companion. 
On his way to Leith, one evening, he called at tbe hotel 
where I was staying, leaving with me his scrap-book, for 
which he was to call on his return. There I fonnd a 
great many poems, chiefly complimentary, bnt I had only 
time to copy but one, which 1 now send, and which I have 
no doubt yon will give a place in the Advertiser. In the 
spring of 1825 the Professor paid me a visit, and one r c 
our rambles was to the top of Demyat, which both of i 
enjoyed very -mach. Here I presented my companion 
with an illustrated copy of “ M’Neil’s Poems,” which 
proved appropriate, and, qs it seemed, acceptable, behold¬ 
ing, as we did, the “Links of Forth ” glittering appa¬ 
rently at onr feet. Feldborg published “ Denmark Deli¬ 
neated ” while in Edinburgh in 1824, a handsome volume, 
beautifully illustrated by views taken in Denmark. 
While in this country he intended publishing a volnme, 
entitled, if I mistake not, “ Bambles in Scotland,” bnt he 
left this country rather abruptly, taking with him, as I 
apprehend, his valuable manuscripts, and many beautiful 
poems of friends and acquaintances he had visited both in 


England and Scotland. In the Ettrick Shepherd’s poem

EARTHQUAKES AND THEIR TREATMENT., 


From The Spectator. 

It is calculated that more than 30,000 persons, some I 
reckon 40,000, have lost their lives by the recent earth¬ 
quakes in the kingdom of Naples. In some towns, Mon- 
temnrro and Saponaro for example, the whole of the in¬ 
habitants have perished ; in others, Briensa and Tramut- 
tola, the greater part of all living beings were destroyed. 
In some places the earth opened, swallowing every crea¬ 
ture on the face of it. The details of this grand natural 
phenomenon are altogether frightful; we must go back 
to times long past to parallel them. Exactly one thou¬ 
sand years ago, at the end of December, 857, a similar 
catastrophe happened throughout Europe. At that time, 
however, the ravages of the earthquake extended much 
further North than at present; even towns on the Bbine, 
Mayence among them, suffered severely. This proves 
that, after all, these commotions are losing in intensity, 
extent, and frequency; for whereas in former times the 
whole of Europe was frequently disturbed by them, and 
millions lost their lives, they are at present more rare, 
they do not extend beyond a single kingdom, and the 
losses may be counted by thousands. In that long inter¬ 
val there have been many other visitations, bnt none per¬ 
haps so extensively felt as that of 1755, in which the 
town of Catania was destroyed, a quay at Lisbon was 
submerged, and the commotion was felt even in this conn- 
try, the water in Stonehouse Pool, near Plymouth, with 
tbe boats upon it, being swayed to and fro like water in 
a basin that is violently shaken. On the whole, however, 
observation of the past appears to prove a decline, if not 
in the horrors of the infliction, still in the extensiveness 
and in the frequency. Something perhaps may be due 
to the hyperbole with which ancient writers wrote; but 
about some of the greatest facts which happened in pub¬ 
lic, such as the destruction of the quay, there can scarcely 
be aDy doubt; and if we trust to the experience of so 
short a time as a thonsand years, we might accept the 
facts as evidence of a standing supposition that our old 
earth is gradually cooling down. 

But there is one great fact which comes home nearer 
to ns—the total want of any progress in the treatment of 
these great phenomena. They happen mostly in countries 1 
where there is little energy, and where invention is 
cramped by the artificial bonds of bad government. In 
Naples we have an intensity of horror and an intensity 
of inertness. Travellers throughout the districts that have 
suffered in Naples see towns destroyed, with the inhabi¬ 
tants sitting upon the ruins, mourning, not acting. In 
Folia the cries of the victims were heard under the ruins; 
but no assistance conld be had. The country people fled 
in fear; the thousands of men in the pay of the Govern¬ 
ment were not permitted to come, perhaps did not wish 
it; and there is reason to suppose that enormous numbers 
have perished through starvation or suffocation, though 
they might have been saved by the slightest exertion. It 
is the custom to leave everything to the Government, and 
the Government affects to act, but does not. While these 
events are proceeding, the official journal of Naples spon¬ 
taneously pays worship to the KiDg ns to a god upon 
earth, towards whom his beloved people look—but look 
in vain ; and obeys its infractions to make as light as 
possible of the ruin aud suffering endured. In faet, 
Government is trying to hush up the earthquake. This 
is a natural consequence of the rule in a country where 
the sole object is to subserve the interest of the one man 
at the top, not of the body of the people; in a country 
where the journals are under the control of the clergy, as 
we see now in the case of a journal at Bergamo, whose 
editor has jost made submission. 

In our country we can scarcely enter into the mental 
condition of a people thus governed. If there still are 
restraints of prejudice, or even of authority in some few 
cases, we are in the habit of accepting every visitation as 
the stimulus to a new inquiry. At tbe present moment, 
in spite of the material interests engaged, we have volun¬ 
teers or official investigators exploring mischiefs arising 
from the influences, natural or artificial, which are injuri¬ 
ous to life. Incorporated bodies are inquiring into the 
best mode of cleansing our towns. Science anticipates 
the suggestions of experience, and points to danger from 
the use of paper tinted with arsenical colonring matter: 
the hint is responded to, and fresh evidence is brought 
against the poison. The papermakers defend their wares; 
and there is a thorough discnssioD, which will end, no 
doubt, in the acquittal or condemnation of the accnsed. 
The whole body of graziers is placed under judgment for 
a course of feeding which tends to restdts injurious to 
hnman health; and that is done in a country where the 
meat is the best in the world; the graziers themselves not 
scrupling to nssist and patronize, tbe inquiry. The in¬ 
quiry and experiments in electricity, conducted by Pro¬ 
fessor Faraday at the Eoyal Institution, before the Prince 
of Wales, might challenge suppression under a Neapolitan 
Government for the freedom and familiarity with which 
the lecturer handled the element ascribed in ancient times 
to Jupiter. But who does not feel that, if the Royal In¬ 
stitution were situated at the foot of Vesuvius, that the 
same bold and searching inquiry would be conducted into 
the volcano and earthquake ? Perhaps the boldest of us 
would never think of preventing the earthquake; but we 
know that we conld not study it without profit; and 
even if we were not able to counteract its effect upon the 
globe, we should hope at least to adopt a style of building

-The Canadian Institute are trying to organize a 
plan, proposed by Professor Kingston of Toronto, for tele¬ 
graphing the approach of storms. Twenty stations are 
fixed on, ranging from Halifax to Goderich in Upper 
Canada ; and it is thought the plan may be worked a' 
cost of two hundred dollars a year. One of the data 
which it is based is “ that gales prevail in some localities 
many hours, sometimes two or three days, before they 
reach other places only a few miles distant.” Hence 
half-honriy signals may be flashed along tbe coast of the 
sea and of the great lakes, aDd mariners may prepare for 
the blast, or get ont of tbe way ; and landsmen may be 1 
warned of the hurricanes that rush at times with fearful 
destruction -across the fields and forests. Toronto is to 
be the central station ; and there tabulated records will 
be kept of all the phenomena.— Chambers’s Journal.

The chaplain is intrusted 
with considerable powers ; he is the returning-officer, and 
has the entire charge of education. A.mong the regula¬ 
tions for preserving the moral and pfiysical welfare of the 
singularly interesting community, one is, that no beer or 
spirits shall be used on the island except as medicine.
